LeBlanc said the study should reveal the importance of political parties in 
state legislative vote divisions. It will also attempt to define the inter-relationships 
of constituency factors, party affiliation, and vote divisions. 

The study will focus initially on a determination of party cohesion at the state 
level. Roll call votes on which divisions occur will be analysed to determine the 
distribution of party cohesion and possible regional and other patterns. 

After an analysis of the 50-state survey, a more intensive survey of a limited 
number of states will be made. LeBlanc hopes to determine how constituency character¬ 
istics affect vote divisions in the state legislatures. He will consider such factors 
as median education; mean income; percentage of constituents who are non-white; 
percentage who are foreign-born, and the percentage who live in an urban enviroment.

Five Washington, D. C., universities have established a Joint Graduate Con¬ 
sortium to formulate procedures for the eventual pooling of their study and research 
resources at the graduate level. 

In signing the charter establishing the Consortium, the heads of American, 
Catholic, Georgetown, George Washington and Howard universities agreed that immediate 
steps must be taken "to coordinate and strengthen their combined offerings in graduate 
study and research•* 

"While this program is only in its formative stages, opening the resources of 
all five District universities to the more than 12,000 graduate students currently 
studying in the Nation's Capital constitutes a major forward step in the advancement 
of American Higher Education," said Dr. Thomas H. Carroll, president of The George 
Washington University. 

George Washington presently has U379 graduate students! Catholic, 3200; 

Howard, 1711j American, 1566; and Georgetown, 1168. 

The Consortium, with representative membership from each university, is charged 
with the responsibility of formulating policies which will make possible the utili¬ 
sation of graduate faculties and facilities of each institution to the wm-Hinn^ extent. 

An immediate objective of the Consortium will be to provide broader opportunities 
for individual graduate students in accordance with the needs of their programs of 
study and irrespective of their particular university enrollment.

The Consortium will meet at least monthly and will sponsor oth^r meetings and 
conferences as necessary to make the program as fully effective as possible. 

In order to provide necessary staff services for the Consortium, the five uni¬ 
versities agreed to establish a central office physically apart from ary of the 
cooperating institutions. Elmer Vest, now an official at the American Council of 
Education, has been appointed as executive secretary. He will explore all possi¬ 
bilities for coordination and perform such duties as may be necessary to accomplish 
the objective of the organisation. 

The universities agreed that the program should be planned for a minimum of 
five years and agreed to contribute up to $5,000 each for the current year•s oper¬ 
ation to natch^atowliiilM^ funds presently in sight from a foundation grant.

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The George Washington University has recently acquired an interesting antique 
historic secretary desk which for many years was in the distinguished Ellicott 
family of Maryland. The desk was presented to the University by Margaret Garber 
Blue of Washington. 

The desk originally belonged to Andrew Ellicott, who was the uncle of Andrew 
Ellicott, the surveyor and astronomer, who in the days of the establishment of 
the District of Columbia, surveyed the District under the direction of Major 
Pierre L'Enfant and afterwards took L'Enfant's place, when as the result of a 
disagreement with General George Washington, L'Enfant was discharged. 

The uncle, Andrew Ellicott, came with his brothers, Joseph and John, from 
Pennsylvania to Maryland in 1772 and founded Ellicott's Mills, now Ellicott City. 
The Ellicotts exported flour to Europe and had offices in Baltimore. The old doe-k 
^tood in the office in Light Street and was known as the Avondale Secretary, as 
it came from Avondale* Pennsylvania. 

When the elder Andrew died in 1805 he left the desk to his oldest son, Thomas, 
who afterwards became a member of the first board of directors of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. The desk remained in the Ellicott family until about 1930.
